The demagogical character of the bill 
plainly appears when it is remembered 
that the Burlingame treaty, which is in 
full force, expressly declares that ‘“Chi- 
nese subjects visiting or residing in 
the United States shall enjoy the same 
privileges, indemnities and exemptions, 
in respect to travel or residence, as may 
there be enjoved by the citizensor subjects 
of the most favored nation.”” The house 
bill violates in an equally violent manner 
other provisions of the treaty. The claim 
that treaties, which the constitution de- 
clares shall be the supreme law of the 
land, can be lawfully violated hy an act 
of congress, does not possess the requisite 
thickness to come safely out of a test in 
the supreme court. The truth is, the 
bill was put through as a political mea- 
sure. The democrats and republicans of 
California fought to see which should be 
able to stand before the people of that 
state as the champions of the bill. It 
was carried by a vote of 155 to 72 
Fifteen democrats voted against it, includ- 
ing Messrs. Candler, Harris and Ste- 
phens. The balance of the negative vote 
consists of republicans. Messrs. Bell, 
Blount, Cook, Felton and Smith voted for 
the bill, and the balance of the affirma- 
tive vote is largely democratic, As the 
matter stands, the democrats have the 
advantage in the California canvass, but 
the republican senators have yet a chance 
to amend and manipulate the bill:
